London, Got. 17. — A letter is published 
hero to-day from the Postmaster-General in 

reply to a communication addressed to him 
by Mr. Saunders of tho Central News, who 
is also a member of tho House of CoinmonB, 
calling attention to tho case of a letter car- 
rier at Burkliumpstead, who works five 
hours daily in two shifts, morninj; and after- 
noon, for the magnificent remuneration of 
$2 12 a week, his duties requiring him to 
cover over twelve miles of Kround daily on 
foot. The reply, which is BBrcastioally oom- 
incnted upon by some of tho morning pa- 
pers, contains the usaal number of circumlo- 
cution phrases, and winds up with the grave 
statement that the Postmaster-General has 
been pleased to rccommond that the man's 
wages be increased two shilllnga and six- 
ponoo a week, or sixty-two cents in Amer- 
ican money, thus bringing his weekly ourn- 
iuL's up to fl2 71. Mr. Libouchero, of Lon- 
don Truth, is yet to bo heard from. 

Tlic 4'7.ar Unrrlcnilly to lie (itcrH. 
CoPE.NiuoKN, Got. 17.— It is reported 
hero that M. De Giers, Uussian minister of 
foreign siTairs, is again out of favor with 
tho CziT, and has reooived another long 
leave of absence. Giera was offended bo- 
cause the negotiations for the visit of the 
French men-of-war at Copenhagen last week 
were carried on over his head by Baron 
Mohrenheim and the Czir. He made known 
hia ditsatlsfaction so vigorously that he 
brought upon himself the imperial displea- 
sure. 

A Typhas naclIIUH nincovered.

Dock Strike Settled. 

LivERi'Oor,, Oct. 17.— A thousand dock 
laborers ctnploved at tho Cobourg ond 
Toxtoth docks went out on strike this ttiorn- 
ing, in conaequenco of a dispute with tho 
Dock company regarding wages. Negotia- 
ationa were at onco entered into by repro- 
aentatives of tho company and the men, and 
a settlement was effected. This afternoon 
tho men returned to work. 

ITell BnonKh to FlKht. 

Beiiuk, Oot. IG. — The Hamburg Nach- 
rechteii, in an article headed "Tho Cliancel- 
lor and Minister President," evidently in- 
spired by Prince Bismarck, indicates that 
with returning health the statcaman'ti old 
pleasure of conflict is reawakened.

There were 
twelve platforms in the park, and from 
them labor loaders addressed the orowd as 
to tho troubles in tho coal distrlots. John 
liurus, member of parliament, denounced 
" the exploded theory that wages ought to 
follow prices." PriuiS rather ought to fol- 
low wagcH, he said. His hopu was, how- 
ever, that before long the whole ioduatnal 
system which involved wages would be 
aboliahed, _

CiiiCAOO, Oct. 17.— Daring the week 
ended Saturday night, October 14, 2,121,791 
people paid to tho World's Pair, making it 
thus far the banner week of tho exposition, 
and surpassing by far tho attendance for a 
like period of any internatiooal exhibition 
over lield. JOvery effort is being made to 
induce a large attendance in tho next two 
weeks, which are tho lust of tlio great fair, 
Tlie exposition olllciala aiu busy foimulat- 
ing tt jilan for closirg tlio fair in a lialo 
of glory. An eirort will bo made to Bcoure 
the attendance of President Cleveland and 
members of the Cabinet at tho closing ox- 
orcisos. This week will sec children at tho 
fair in groat numbers, as the admission 
has been reduced to 10 cents for all under 
18 years, and the public schools will be 



closed during the week to permit pupils to 
tuko advantage of tho opportunity. It is 
announced that a mammoth chrysantho- 
mum show will bo hi Id at the World's 
Columbian exposition under tho auspices of 
tho Chicago Horticultural Society in Horti- 
cultural building at tho World's'Fair, com- 
mencing November 7. 

Tho attendonco at the World's Fair up to 
and including October 10, was 10,817,617. 
Tho groat feature of the present week will 
be ^Iu□hattan Day, next Saturday. The 
congresses of the department of agriculture 
will begin to-day. The department inoludea 
the general divisions of farm culture and 
cereal Industry, animal Industry, sgrtoul- 
tural organizations and governmental de- 
partments of agricultural, agricultural edu- 
cation and experiments, good roads, house- 
hold economics and hoitioulture. 



CHARGE NO T PROVEN. 

Two ItftbbiB, Accused of Cruelty to Animals, 
UlBchiirged. 

London, Oct. 17. — A tost caso which 
caused considerable ezoltement among the 
Hebrews of the United Kingdom was ended 

to-day at Aberdeen, where tho trial has 
been proceeding for aoveral days, Rabbi 
Litman and Rabbi Zamek were charcted 
with cruelty to animals for killing a ballook 
according to the Jewish rite. Several 
Hebrew doctors and others testified that 
the Jewish method of slaughter was less 
painful than the method employed by Chris- 
tians, and that the flesh of animals thua 
slaughtered was healthier than that of 
animals killed by the' Christian method. 

The prosecution submitted evidence to 
show that the animal killed on which tho 
suit was based lived in tho greatest agony 
several minutes after his throat had been 
out. Other instances were cited where ani- 
mals had lived longer than thia after having 
their throats out. The Qesh of animals 
killed according to tho Jewiah method un- 
derwent, according to tho prosecution's 
witncasoe, morl)id changos that rendered it 
unfit for food purposes. To-day tlio inagi- 
strato decided that, in view of the differ- 
ence of opinion among tho experts who had 
tcstifled, tho cliargo of cruelty had not been 
proven. The rabbia were therefore dis- 
charged. 

WEARIED OP WAITING. 

An Anarchist Conlldent of tho Success of Ills 
Friends Cuts His Throat lu I'rison. 

Madrid, Oot. 17. — The notorious anarch- 
ist Salvochea, who had been imprisoned for 
some time at Valladolid was found inhis cell 
yesterdaywith a gash in the neck, resulting 
from an attempt tokill himself with a pair of 
scissors. Early in the diy he had a long 
conversation with a priest. Tho latter had 
offered to eoouro Salvochea's pardon, but 
the prisoner had rejected this friendly offer. 
He declared ho wanted no pardon, as in six 
months anarchism would be triumphant 
and ho would then bo reloaaed by hia frienda. 
Half of Salvochca'a life haa been spent in 
prison. Ho ia a native of Cadiz, where his 
family is an old and respected one. Ho 
took a prominent part in tho revolution of 
18GS, and became known everywhere in 
Spain through hia advanced opinions and 
great personal daring. In IS7.'5 he was sen- 
tenced to death, but was reprieved owing, 
it is alleged, to the efforts of his family in 
his behalf. His popularity among the poor 
in Cadiz ia untiounded. 



CAPSIVrS STAND. 

He Proposes to Bold to Acconnt Dissemina- 
tors of Uallclona Beports. 

Berlin, Oot. 17. — Chancellor von Caprivi 
haa deoiJod to stop the systematic attempt 
made by several journals in concert, to make 
trouble between him and Count Botho Zu 
Eulenburg, Prussian minister. General 
Caprivi'a friends say that no antagonism 
exists between tho two iren, and the re- 
ports of their mutual jealousies are malicious 
lies. Tho chief officer in spreading these 
reporta ia Herr Jaoobi, of the Munich 
Allgetneiuo Zeitung, ono of Uismarck'a 
organs. Jacobl has been warned by the 
Chancellor in anticipation of tho opening of 
tho Reichstag next month, that he will bo 
held reaponaiblo for every word uttered by 
the Allgcmeine Zeitung on tho subject. 
Caprivi's promise of energetic action has 
been hailed with joy by the leaders of all 
parties favoring a strong positive policy.

DOPFERIN-DAVIS. 

The Civil Marriage of the Happy Conple in 
Paris. 

Paris, Oct. 17 —At the civil marriage of 

Lord Terence Blackwood, son of tho Mar- 
quis of Dufferin, ambassador, and Miss 
Flora Davis, of New York, at the Mairie, 
tho mayor made a speech chiefly addressed 
to Lord Dufferin. During the course of his 
remarks tho mayor said: "Tho English 
and Americans have been our political 
educators. It is in their schools that we 
learned the principle of liberty, and wo 
have not forgotten the fact. Great Britain 
haB always been an asylum for political 
refugees." 

London, Oct. 17. — Tho Daily News, re- 
ferring to the mayor's speech at the civil 
marriage of Lord Blackwood, said the mayor 
made a graceful compliment to the British 
ambassador. Continuing, the News aays : 
" Seeing in tho bridegroom the son of our 
ambassador and in the bride tho daughter 
of an American senator tho mayor rose to 
the occasion and gave a compliment which 
was of national significance." 

Tho religious ceremony took place in the 
English church of the Holy Trinity in the 
Avenue Ds Alma on Monday, a largo num- 
ber of American and British residents of the 
city and members of the diplomatic corps 
being present. Many of the diplomats oc- 
cupied seats facing tho chancel. Mr. Mor- 
gan of tho American church in Paris and 
Dr. Noyea of the English church ofSciated. 
The service was full choral. 

The bride wore a drees of ivory whito 
satin with a train which hung from the 
waist in box pleats over a yard along the 
floor. Tho front of the skirt was eomposed 
of one straight piece of white satin until 
below the knees where it was looped on both 
sides over superb old laee fioancos. At one 
side the draped satin war fastened by a 
Louis XVI satin bowknot and on the other 
hold by a bunch of orange blossoms. Tho 
high necked bodice of white satin was 
finished at the waist by a belt of loose white 
satin, and over the chest and shoulder, full- 
ing over largo, full satin sleeves, was a double 
bertha of rich antique laco looped on tho 
right shoulder and held by a small bunch of 
orange lilosaoma. A long tulle veil, fastened 
by a spray of orango bloaaoms, covered tho 
entire costume. Sho wore no jewels. 

Tho bride was attended by four maids, 
fjady Hermine Blackwood, Lady Victoria 
l^Uckwond, Miss Annie Cameron and Miss 
Edith Kip. They wore dresses of tho dir- 
ectoiro period of atriped Pekin silk with full 
skirts and corsage trimmed with luco and 
around their waists wore broad whito satin 
aaahee. Miss Cameron wore also a toque 
and carried a muU'of magenta velvet trim- 
med with sable.

Tont,o.v, Got. 16.— It the Russian sailors 

now visiting France are nob already begin- 
ning to feel tho effects of tho series of enter- 
tainments provided for them it ia not 
because Eronoli hoapitality and good fooling 
are lacking. Balls continued until o'clock 
yesterday morning, and at"~tbe conclusion 
French ofiicers hoisted a number of Russian 
olGoera on their shoulders and cheered them- 
BolvoB hoarse as they escorted them to their 
ships. This compliment tho Russians re- 
ciprocated by lifting a number of French- 
men upon their ahoulders, cheormg until 
they could cheer no more. 

Clemenceau, in an article in La Justice of 
Paris to day, says it ia evident France ia no 
longer isolated, and tho entente between 
Russia and Franco insures temjiorary main- 
tonunco of peuco, ponding detinito peace. 

During the afternoon tho Russian oHicers 
witnessed a parudo of musical societies and 
a battle of flowers. Throughout the day 
fete followed fete, and Toulon may safely 
bo said never to have passed such a Sunday 
as tho lust. Tlio city is crowded more than 
over, fully 500,0()0 people having Ilockod in 
from dilferent directions iu order to take 
Bomo part in tho day's enjoyments. 

It is announced that on tho arrival ot the 
Russians, President Carnot telegraphed lo 
the Czar at Copenhagen, who replied with 
oongratulationa. President Carnot sent a 
fresh telegram of an appreciative character 
on learning that tho Czar had visited the 
French warships at Copenhagen. 

Admiral Uavigne gave a dinner last night 
in honor of Admiral Avellau. In respond- 
ing to the toast "The Russian Navy," Ad- 
miral Dbvinge oharaoterized It as a twin 
sister to the Freooh navy. 

It has been decided that President Car- 
not will como to Toulon on tho 20th to 
attend tho launching of the war vessel 
Jauregudhcrry in the presence of Admiral 
Avellun and maritime and military auth- 
orities. 

Reports received hero from VaIen:o, 
Montpolier, Rouay, Nantes, LaGiera ami 
other towns state that tliey aro all decorat- 
ed with lligs and that, iu a word, all join 
in the welcome extended to the Russian 
sailors.

, THE "OROWK OF ENOLAND," 

BThe' steamship Crown of England, Captain 
Aw- W; Harris, which arrived from the Ori- 
ent Sunday under Great Northern charter, 
and ia to go into the B. C. coal trade, is a 
one-deck icon collier without passenger ac- 
commodation. She is 300 feet long, with a 
tonnage of 2,574 gross and 1,G.")8 net, and a 
oarrying capacity of about 3,000 tons. .She 
is leas than two years old. and made her first 
voyage from Cardiff to Hakodate with coal 
for tho English war vesaela stationed in 
Japanese waters. In aome reapecta she ia 
an odd looking crift. She carries steering 
gear aft like a sailing ship, and another for- 
ward at the bridge, but no pilot house. The 
deolc ia of solid iron, and the whole craft 
has a decidedly English appearance. 

A SHOBT STAT IK POST. 

The management of the steamer Barbara 
- Boscowitz evidently regard prompt sailing 
>^ as more important than delaying over a 
little freight, for in orher' to le^e for the 
North last night the Boscowitz was obliged 
to leave considerable merchandise on the 
wharf. She has been in port only one day, 
during which time she discharged over 
.3,000 cases of salmon into the bark City of 
Carlisle and loaded as much freight as pos- 
sible in tho time for Northern ports.

After discharg- 
ing the remainder of her curco tho vessel 
will take in about 200 tons of ballast atill- 
ening, and will then shift to the outer wharf 
to load salmon for England, on account of

A QUESTION OF RACE. 

Agitation Among Irish Catholics of Tacoma 
for an English Speiiklnt; Priest. 

Tacoma, Oct. 17. — Tlie members of St. 
Mary's Catholic church have received word 
that a petition to Mgr. Satolli, sent in ap 
peal from a decision of Bishop Yunger, has 
been refused. The leading one of the dis 
sidents is Policeman John O'Connor, and 
with him, as he saya, aru ex-Commissioner 
-John McGoldrick and the rest ' of the 500 
persona who signed the petition. The com 
plaint is that while Tacoma and Its suburbs 
have several priests, all, thanks to tho in- 
fluence of the Bishop and Father Hylebos, 
are either Belgians or Germans. The Irish 
and American Catholics have petitioned for 
an English-speaking priest and have been 
refused. Mr. O'Connor says that ho will 
agitate tho matter until St. Mary's gets its 
rights, cost what they will. St. Mary's 
church started some time ago and has a 
church and eight lots on the corner of Yaki- 
ma avenue cud Twenty-fourth street, valu- 
ed at $10,000 in nil. They aaked for a 
pastor and Father Kinmuus was sent. When 
the Germans who wore then part of tho 
congregation asked for a sermon in that 
languoge once a fortnight und did not get 
it, they forthwith built the Church of the 
Sacred Hoirt, petitioned for and got a 
German prieat. The remaining parishioners 
of St. Mury'a alao petitioned for one, but 
were refused by the biahop, and tho church 
allowel to go for two years without a pas- 
tor, though the Irish and German element 
of tho Catholic church hero outnumber tho 
other elements iu the proportion of eight to 
two, O'Connor eaya that Rev. Father 
Hylebos had two objects in view during hia 
recent trip to Washington ; one to look 
after the Catholic missions of tho country, 
and the other to watch bis (O'Connor's) 
petition through Mgr. Satolli's hands. 
O'Connor soys Father Hylebos " did him 
up," but that tho pouplo of St. Mary's will 
not contribute any money toward local de- 
nominational objects till their wrongs are 
righted. 

BAPTIST CONVENTION. 

Close of Its Sessioiis— To Ueet Next Tear at 
CentraUa the Second Tliursday 
la October. 

Seattle, Oct. 17.— (Special)— Tho Baptist 
convention olosed its aesaion yesterday after 
fixing on Contrulia as' the placo and tho 
second Thursday in October, 1891, as tho 
time for tho next meeting. The last session 
was rather stormy. Tho topics on which 
tho brethren disagreed, wore the advisa- 
bility of establishing " boys' brigades " in 
Sunday school work and the old grievances 
of Rev. W. P. Squires, of Mount Vernon, 
and Rev. W. A. C. Roweb, of VVooUey, 
against General Missionary D. D. Proper. 
The course ot study at the North Pacific 
university was recommended to young men 
preparing for the ministry in private study. 
Rev. W. C. Fleenor waa ohoaen to deliver 
the annual sermon. 

It was decided to appoint misaionaries in 
July of each year instead of November. 

The propoaitioD t.o eatabliah " boya' bri- 
gades " in Sunday school work waa finally 
laid on tho table. 

The report of the committee appointed to 
examine into the charges made against Gen- 
oral Missionary D. D. Proper by Rev. Mr. 
Rowao and Rev. Mr. Squires set forth 
" That nearly all the questions raised ap- 
pear to bo resurrected matters, which have 
previously been mutually talked over and 
explained, or confeaaod and forgiven. In 
other matters of grievance, explanations 
were given which it acoma to the committee 
ought to bo sullicient, and to be received by 
Chriation brethren aggrieved." 

The meeting gotinto an interminable wran- 
gle over procedure, but the previous question 
was finally moved and the report of tho 
committe adopted.

GOUNOD DEAD. 



The Great French Hasieal Composer— Some of 
HiB Principal Frodnctlons. 

Pabh, Oct. 17.— Charles Gounod, the 

great composer, who was stricken with par- 
alysis yesterday, is dead. Charles Francois 
Gounod, the great French musical com- 
poser, waa born at Paris, Juno 17, 181S. He 
early became noted as a conipoaor of re- 
markably original powers, wiimiug notice 
first with "Philemon and lijucia," a paator- 
ul for the stage. This was followed by "La 
Nonne Santjlanto," "Sappho, u cantata, and 
"La Colombo," very clever wotka but un- 
Bucceaatul. Few coiiipoaera who have risen 
to eminence have had more failures at tho 
outset of their career than Gounod. "Faust," 
his great operatic work, tool: all lovers of 
nmsic by surprise. Tho suliject of Fauat 
when Gounod took it up had been worn 
threadbare by previous composers, but 
Gounod's genius evolved one of the noblest 
of operas from Goethe's maaterpiece. His 
principal works are: An opera founded on 
Jloliere's "Medeoin Malgro Lui," or tho 
"Mock Doctor;" "La Reino do Saba," 
"Mirelle," "Romeo and Juliet," "Poly- 
cuole," "The Tribute of Zomora," "Tho Re- 
demption," "Morset Vita," "Joan of Arc," 
tho lust work, written in the cathedral of 
Orleans. He was elected a member of tho 
French Institute, section of music, in May, 
1866, and waa promoted to the rank of Com- 
mander of the Legion of Honor in August, 
1877.

RUSSIA IN THE PAMIRS. 

The Cossack Advance Threatens to Be-open 
the Old Dispute. 

Cai.oi-tta, Oct. Hi. — Dispatches from 
Simla to-day announce that the report of a 
repulse of a Russian force in tlie I'amira ia 
correct. Tlie incident lias iniportanco from 
tho fact that many people look [upon it ua 
an attempt on tho part of Buaaia to re-opcn 
tho Pamir question, which ia always likely 
to bring about a collision between Ruasian 
und British forces on the border of Afghun- 
iatan.

A PEOULIAR PROPOSITION. 

The Convention of Fifteen, prompted, no 
doubt by thoir leadsrsMeesrs. Cotton, Brown 
and Kitchen, members of the Provincial 
Assembly, have declared that tha preeent 
Legislature has no " moral right " to legis- 
late for the people of the Province. It took 
them only four minutes or so to come to 
that conolueion. If they 'had taken more 
time to conaider the proposition, so that 
they might see what it involves, they per- 
haps might have suggested some al- 
teration in its terms. If what they de- 
clare is true, it follows that Messrs. 
Cotton, Kitohen and Brown have "no 
moral right" to ait in the Legislative 
Assembly and to take part in ita proceed- 
ings. It must be clear to the members of 
the Convention that if the whole Assembly 
has no moral right to legislate for the people, 
the members composing that body liavo no 
moral right to assist in legislating. If it is 
wrong for the whole body to legislate, it is 
equally wrong for each individual com- 
posing that body to legislate. Conse- 
quently, Messrs. Cotton, Kitohen and 
Brown, have for tho last three seagions 
been engaged in doing what they declare 
they had no moral right to do. 

We readily admit that the Fifteen, when 
they voted for the resolution containing 
this, extraordinary proposition, had no 
:notion that they were convioting their lead- 
•ers of doing what they had no moral right 
to— that is of wrong doing. We are also 
prepared to admit that the smaller number 
who drew up the reaolutioa hud not the 
slightest idea that it was self- condemnatory, 
for it is very clear that neither the dele- 
gates composing the Convention nor its wire- 
pullers could see very far beyond their 
noses. 

But tho wonderful resolution went even 
further than we have mentioned in the con- 
demnation of the conveners of the Conven- 
tion. The man who purposes and plana to 
do what he knows he baa no moral 
right to do ia an inexcusable offend- 
er. He does wrong with his eyes open, 
with malice prepense, so to speak. His 
guilt ia of a deeper dye tiiau that of the 
wrong-doer, who yields to temptation sud- 
denly and unexpectedly presented. Messrs. 
Cotton, Kitchen and Bronn, before they 
offered themselves as candidates for the 
Legislative Assembly, must hove known 
that they would have, if oleotod, " no moral 
right " to perform the duties and exercise 
the powers of members of the Legislature 
They neverthelega went to a good deal of 
trouble and loat muoh time in order that 
they should be placed in a position whose 
duties they would have no moral right to 
perform. Tho man who works hard in 
order to be placed in a position to do 
what ho has no moral right to do, 
has nothing to plead in extenuation of his 
offence. But this ia exactly the position in 
which Messrs, Cotton, Bro?ra and Kitohen 
have, by their own ahowin;;, placed them- 
Bolvea. 

If there ia any sense in tho resolution of 
tho Convention of Fifteen, no honest or oon- 
scicntiouB man could become a member of 
the Legislature, or could remain a member 
after he had ignorantly or thoughtlessly al- 
lowed himself to be elected. Will 
Mr. Cotton, Mr. Brown and Mr. 
Kitchen immediately resign their 
seats in the Legislature ? This they are in 
coaBistency and honesty bound to do after 
having approved the resolution that con- 
tains the proposition that our present Legis- 
lature has DO more right to legislate for the 
people of the Province. Not one of those 
politioiana will bUoV that a man can law- 
fully do what he has no moral right to do. 



A man has no morol right to appropriate his 
neighbor's goods, without thit neighbor's 
consent, to his own use. If ho does so, plain 
speaking people will call him a tblef. And 
so of all other acts which he has no moral 
right to do, even sitting and voting in the 
Legislature of the Province. When, there- 
fore, we hear that Messrs. Cotton, Kitohen 
and Brown have resigned their seats in the 
Provincial Assembly and have refused to 
allow themselves to be put in nomination 
again, as long aa it is constituted as it la, we 
will believe that the resolaticn from which 
we have quoted expresses theilr houest con- 
victions, and not till then. 



TRUm REGIPROOITY. 

The queation o[ reciprocity with the 
United States ia ono in which tho people of 
all parts of the Dominion take great interest. 
They generally want freer, trade with tho 
United States than they have now, but they 
want it on fair terms. They are not pre- 
pared to surrender at discretion to tho 
United States and eo leave Canadian indus- 
tries at the mercy of their not too eontidor- 
ate neighbors. We do not think that Can- 
adians generally would approve of their Gov- 
ernment making concesaiona to tho Ameri- 
cans which would deprive thorn of tho power 
to make a favorable bargain with thoni 
when tho opportunity olTored. But it they 
pursue tho policy recommended by Mr. 
Laurier and take from tho tariff 
its protective features, they would de- 
prive themselves of the power to make a 
trade arrangement with the United States. 
This is tho position in which Great Britain 
has placed herself, a poaition deplored by no 
leas a personage than Lord Salisbury. 

Great Britain, by her free trade policy, 
gives the trade advantages she has to offer 
to all nations freely, without atkiog fbr 
anything in return. When a nation such as 
the United States, which bene&ts incal- 
culably by having free access to the British 
market, treats her scurvily in return, as 
the United States has done, all that 
Great Britain can do ia to grumble. 
She has, by the policy she pursues, 
put it out of her power to retaliate. 
She, having given everything away, has 
nothing to ofTor as a return for apc.'ial ad 
vantages ; and to withhold any trade advan 
tage from.her meanest and most ungrateful 
rival would be againat her principles 
Consequently, the nationa which Great 
Britain benefits most by her trade seem to 
take a delight in treating her most illiber- 
ally. There are a great many in Great 
Britain who think that tho nation has stood 
this kind of thing long enough and who 
want to be in a position to treat unaccom 
modating and illiberal neighbors as they de 
serve. 

What Mr. Laurier wants Cinacla to do is 
to disarm herself commerciuUy, as Circat 
Britain has done. Is Canada in a poaition 
to do this? There are many who think that 
she ia not, and among them ia Sir John 
Thompson, the Leader of tbeOovemmeut of 
the Dominion. In one of his late speeches 
in Ontario he ia reported to have said : 

We intend to make a fair treaty with 
them (the Americans), to make fair conces- 
sions in natural products and manufactured 
articles, if they will accept and reoiprocato 
those term?, but we do not intund to give 
away everything and depend upon llifir 
generosity, because generoHity towards Can- 
ada does not exist in the United States. I 
don't pretend that I cuu get a reciprocity 
treaty for you. Tho Democrats are making 
a modification of their tariiT, but they will 
not give Canudi tho benefit of these tariff 
concesaiona unloas we have something to 
oQ'er them in exchange. They will not ad- 
mit your horses and lambs, eggs and barley 
into the markets of the United States unless 
we can take tho duties off some products in 
Canada that are imposed to-day. But if 
tho policy of the Reform party is adopted 
and protection taken away from everything 
— from tho farnjer, the workingman, tho 
mechanic and the manufacturer— what have 
you got with which to make a bargain ? 
Absolutely nothing. 

Sir John Thompson doea nob put tho case 
at all too strongly. Canada mnat keep ber 
aelf in a poaition to deal with the United 
States aa nearly as possible on equal terms 
If she shows any weakncsa, if she makes 
any foolish concession, tho Americans will 
take all the advantage possible of her mis 
take, and then laugh at her afterwards for 
her folly. The treatment of England com 
niercially by the United Statea ahonld be a 
warning to Canada. Great Britain opens 
her ports freely to tho United States, and 
tho return she receives ia thu McICinley 
larifT. Canada need not expect better treat 
ment from the United Statea than 'the 
Mother Country receives. 



THE MANITOBA SCHOOL 0A8E. 

Tho Manitoba caae baa been heard in tho 
Supreme court. The Court ia applied to, 
to find out whether aub-aeotlon (4) of aeotiou 
03 of the British North America Act applies 

to the state of things as regards education 
that exists in Mnuitoba. Tlio Government 
of that Province doea not approve of the re 
forenco to the Supreme court. It Imu aunt a 
lawyer to Ottawa iu deference to tho order 
of the Court, but he refused to arguo.the 
oase. When it was known that this was 
the position he was instructed to take, tho 
Court appointed Mr. Christopher Robin 
eon, a very able Ontario lawyer, to argua 
the case for Manitoba. This was 
to aid them in coming to a sound conclu 
aion in the matter. We see that the Toronto 
Empire qnotea an extract from a apeeoh of 
the Hon. Edivard Blako, to show that the 
course which the Court has taken ia tho 
proper one, and the ono oontomplated by tho 
law. Siiid Mr. Blake : 

For my own part I attach little compara- 
tive importance to judicial sulutiona reached 
without argument and announced without 
reasons, 'i'his, eir, is only common sonfle. 
The experience of mankind has established 
as the essential ingredients for the attain 
ment of justice between man and man tho 
opposing arguments of the parties before a 
tribunal, and tho reasoned judgment of that 
tribunol upon tho argunionta so addressed to 
it. Tho acuteat minds arc but too apt to 
err unleaa bo aided in tho information of 
their judgment, and ao checked in the 



aonouncement of it. Which of ua, I auk, 
would submit in any important case of hia 
own to such a method of reaching a conclu- 
sion ? And how oun we expect that tho 
onmniunity at largo will submit tu sueh a 
method in the public cause? Lot tho oppos- 
ing views be atated, presented and sifted in 
publio, and in thn presence of thu parties. 
So the bust materials for consideration will 
bo obtained. 

All that the Supreme Court has to decide 
is whether in the lease of tho Manitoba 
School law tho Parliament of Canada bus 
to make remedial lawa. Sir John Thompsoo, 
in one of his recent speeches, said: "My 
impression is that wo will never have tu 
deal with that question (the Manitoba 
aohool question). Tho people of Manitoba 
may have to settle it themselves, instead of 
its being thrust into national politics." Sir 
John ia a aound lawyer; he haa, no 
doubt, given a good deaLof hia attention to 
the Manitoba School queation in all ita 
phases, and it is not unlikely that his fors' 
onat will be realized. 



"A BRUTAL TEST." 

Intclli;;cnt Americana are kennly alivn to 
the undignified and unpatriotic position 
occupied by the Senate. They express theb: 
disapproval of the course which that body 
is taking, in very strong terms indeed. The 
St. Paul Pioneer-Press is ashamed of the 
Senate, and in an article under thu very 
iippropriuto head, " A Hnilal Teat," gives 
ita opiuinn of the conduct of tho SumUors, 
It Bays : 

Think of it. The passage or failure of a 
law of the highest importance to be decided 
by bow long a body of men can stay in con- 
tinuous session, without proper food, except 
auch ua they can snatch in brief visits to the 
Senutu restaurant; without proper sleep, 
except such naps aa they can cittab at their 
desks or on sofua in the clonk rooms. We 
laugh at the old trial by ordeal, and wouhl 
lynch a man who tried to find out whether 
or not an old woman were a witch by throwing 
her into water to aee if she would sink or 
Bwim. Is the resource to which the Senate 
is reduced more intelligent or less b irhnroua 
than these ? The average age of its inenibers 
ia not fur from sixty years, and above rather 
than below it. Some ( f ita ablest members, 
mi'n whose opinion and votes are moat to bo 
sought, »ro over Biiventy. Mr. I'alnier ia 
seventy aix, lilr. I'u^h seventy -three, Mr. 
Dawea seventy -seven, Mr. Sherman seventy, 
Mr, Morrill eighty-iiireu. It is lecjuiiodof 
men like these that their share in lei;islation 
shall be determined by their ability to ait 
night and day, deprived of tho Bustenanee 
that nature detiianda and their ago makes 
imperative. If it kills them, they are tho 
losers. If it injures them for the rest of 
their lives, that is their lookout. If they 
refuse tho test, then what they solemnly be- 
lieve to be tho highest publio intereals umal 
■ ufTer. 

Is not this tho ethics of the prize ring ? 
Has any physical contest elements of more 
deliberate and unpardonable brutality ? 

The ethical view of the Senate's coarse ia 
gloomy and anpleasant enough, goodnesa 
knows; bat ita constitutional aspeot appears 
to be still darker and more dishenrtcuing. 
The Senate as u legislative body is on ita 
trial, and there are many who are ready to 
declare that it has not stood the test. It is 
evident to a large number of thinking 
Americana that the Senate has outlived its 
usefulness, and that it will never regoin the 
place in the esteem and respect of the 
people which by its incredible fatuity it has 
loit. Public confidence in the Senate being 
lost, ita complete downfall ia only a quea- 
tion of time. What the Americans will put 
in its place it is impossible to aay, but it ia 
safe to predict that the Senate aa an insti- 
tution of the great Kepnblic ia doomed.

One point which proves it to 
be a falsehood is the fact that wo, in tho 
-consulate, have comparatively nothing to do 
with such a transaction. The most we do 
in a case of that kind is to receive the regis- 
ter of the ship, give one-half as a rule to 
tho purchaser, as new owner, and send the 
other half to tho State department. The 
collector of customs here is tho man who 
■does the chief work in these transfers; he 



receives all tho papers and iasues the new 
ones. There is certainly nothing in the 
story, so far as I am concerned."

Local iSre underwriters met yesterday 
afternoon in annual convention in their 
office in tho Five Siatera block. R. Hall, 
ohairmau of tho vboard, presided, and the 
attendance included nearly all the fire in- 
surance agents. The principal business 
transacted was the election of the committee 
for the ensuing year, those chosen being R. 
Hall, J. C. Maclure, H. F. Hoiaterman, B. 
Boggs and W. Monteith. Tho committee 
will elect officers at their firat meeting. 
Several important questions were discuesed 
and left without action. The underwriters 
meet again this afternoon. 

Cue sufajeot to which great attention was 
given was the fire protection in Victoria 
W.est and in t^e suburbs generally, it being 
contended that this is not what it ought to 
be in tbo matter either of the number and 
location of the fire stations or of the water 
supply and pressure. The fact that nearly 
all the lirea in Victoria West have resulted 
in total losses was pointed to aa the strongest 
poaaiblecvidence that thofireproteolionia not 
what it ought to bo. It ia probable that 
representations in this conneotion will 
i-horlly bo made to tlio corporation, in tho 
hope thai an increase of rates may bo avoid- 
ed by an improvenn'nt in the protection. 

Tho tax impoBi'd by tho corporation upon 
all insurance companies doing business hero 
clfme in for a great deal of diacuasion, and 
there was decided difference of opinion aa 
to how the matter should bo dealt with. 
There are now thirty-tHO companies taking 
risks in Victoria, and the SliOO tax brines in 
to the civic treasury tho ni!at sum of SD.GOO 
annually. Formerly, when there were only 
a few coiiipaiiiea in tho lidd, this tux 
was not felt aa a burden, because 
tho volume of buainesa transacted by 
each was very large, and as it 
had tho ciTeol of discouraging others 
from coming in there was a certain degree of 
c' " Of late years, however, the 

(lOtition has caused nearly all 
• doing buaineao in Canada to 
idea in this city and to activo- 
busineas. It is evident that 
•me here to stay, and the special 
.vioa by the corporation now forma 
a large percentage of the amount of 
premiums received that a special effoi t to 
secure relief from It is strongly urged. Tho 
matter having boon brought to the attention 
of tho Dominion board of fire underwriters 
at Montreal, that body f.iVors retaliation in 
the shape of an addition to the present pre- 
mium rates sufficient to cover the present 
tax. This idea finds favor with many 
of the local agents, but others are altogether 
against anything savoring of retaliation, 
and favor moral suasion instead. How such 
an influence is to be applied is ((uito a pro- 
blem. The cold fact stares the companies 
in the face that the business hero haa boon 
carried on with only nominal profit, taking 
the average of several years past; that last 
year's operations resulted in a substantial 
loss; and that thia will bo tho case every 
year in which there ia un important fire. 

An interesting matter, which will proba- 
bly come up at to-day's aessioa, is the rela- 
tion of tho Victoria board with the Provin- 
cial Underwriters' Association. Since tbo 
formation of the latter an endeavor haa been 
made to have the Victoria board abandon 
tho uBo of I ho wnrda "British Columbia" in 
their official title, which they adopted when 
they were practically tho board for the Pro 
vince. To avoid confusion it is now urged 
that these words should be dropped by the 
senior organizjition.

TonoNTo, Oct. 17.— Tho following special 
cable appears in this morning's Globe, from 
London: " Mr. Van Home's arrival hero 
has given riae, as usual, to much talk con- 
cerning tho object of hia visit, and especially 
in connection with tho Canadian Pacific 
railway and tho suggested Atlantic service, 
So far us can be ascertained, Mr. Van 
Home has special business in view. 
He was in the oity to-day and 
stated that this trip was connected 
with private matters alone. It may be as- 
sumed, however, that while here he will in- 
quire into and review all questions touching 
the C. P. R.'s interests, so far as they concern 
this side, particulatly the fast Atlantic ser- 
vice project. A report current in this con- 
nection, to the effect, that Miiford Haven has 
been chosen as the English terminus of the 
proposed service, is palpably incorrect, as 
matters are far from being sufficiently ad- 
vanced to permit of such a decision. The 
difficulty is that of finances for the now ser- 
vice. 

Tho Province of Manitoba issued to-day, 
through the National Bank of Scotland, for 
public works, £'205,000 four per cent deben- 
tures, repayable in 1928. The list closes on 
Thursday. 

Mr. Gladstone's letter to Hon. Edward 
Blake, as read at the Irish celebration at 
ChicL^g", iinnearH in tlin ICngliah press to- 
day, and attracts some notice. The Daily 
Mows says the letter serves as an answer to 
Chamberlain's vannts in America over what 
ho is pleased to regard as the death of Home 
Rule.

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MARSHAL MACMAHON. 



Death of tbo Disting:aishe(l French 
General— His Military and 
Political Career. 



The Famous Letter "Which He Wrote 
iu Accepting the fresideacy 
of the Bepnhlic. 



J'ABis, Oct. 17.— Field Marshal Mao- 

MahoD, Duke of Mngonta, died to-day. 
Marie Edme Patrick Mnurioo do MaoMahon, 
Due do Magonttt, Marahil of Franco, ex. 
President of tho French Republic, 
was born at Sully, July 13, 1803. 
He was a deiisendank of an Itisb family who 
risked and lost all for James II. The Mao- 
MahoDB mingled their blood by marriage 
with the old nobility of France. Marahal 
MaoMahon entered tho military aervioo of 
Franco in 182,") ut 8t. Cyr ; was sent to tiie 
Algerian wars in 1830 ; took part, as Aide- 
de-Camp to General Achard, in tho expedi- 
tion to Antwerp, 1832 ; took part in the as- 
sault on Constantino; Major of Chasaeura a 
I'ied, 1840 ; LieutoaaDt Colonoi of tho 
Foreign Leyion, 1812 ; Colonel of tho 41at 
of Lino, 1815 ; (Jenoriil of Urismlo 1848 
Succeeded Maralial Canrobort in the 
Crimea, 1855 ; iu conimund of division 
waa ttsaiguod tlio perilous post of curry- 
ing tho Malakoir towers and worUa ut 
the assault on Sebaatopol, September 8. 
The brilliant sucooaa of MacMuhon at that 
time won him the <irc»ncl Crosa of the Legion 
of honor; iu 1850 uominated Knight Grand 
Crosa of the Bath. Won hia marahul's 
baton iu the Itnliuu campaign, and for hia 
servioea at the battle of Magenta waa made 
Duke of Magenta, (jominandod firat army 
corpa in tho war tiguinat Prussia. Wua 
comman(ier-iu-chief at tho battle of Sedan, 
received u aevcro wound in tho thigh at the 
beginning of the eugagenient. Made a 
prisoner of war and sent to Germany. Re- 
turned to Franco March 13, 1871. Made 
commander-iD-chief at Versailles. Suecesa- 
fully conducted the siege of Paris agaiuat 
the commune. Elected president of tho 
French republic, May 24, 1873, succeeding 
M. Tiers. MooMahon'a letter of acceptance 
of tho presidency is famous. It waa ; 

" A heavy responsibility ia fchruat upon 
my patriotism, but with the aid of God, tho 
devotion of the army, which will alwaya bo 
the army of the lanr, and the support of all 
honest meo, we will continue together tho 
work of liberating the territory, and restor- 
ing morol order taronghoat the country; we 
vill maintain internal peaee and the prin- 
ciples on which society ia based. That this 
shall be done I pledge my word as an honest 
man and a soldier." 

He resigned the Presidency on January' 
30, 1870, and was succeeded by M. Jules 
Grevy. 

The deceased soldier and statesman, it 
has been said, deserves to be rated as a sol- 
dier of remarkable personal courage and 
energy; possessed of more than ordinary 
military talent. He was a patriot, an hon- 
est, incorruptible man. Aa a statesman he 
did not conceal hia monarohial prejudices, 
but aa President of the French Republic he 
behaved liko a man of honor and did hia full 
duty under tho law. Ho was descended 
from one of that band of heroic Irish exiles 
who, after the defeat of James II iu Ireland, 
followed their leader, the gallant Sarsfield, 
Earl of Luoan, to Franco and entered the 
Borvico of Louia ^IV. The descendants of 
these Irish exiles aaved Fonteuoy to Marshal 
Saxe. Marshal MacMahon was therefore a 
Frenchman of Ijish linejgQ just aa Napo- 
leon's Marshal MacDonald waa of Scotch 
lineage. 

Hia military career and its triumphs and 
mishaps haa thus been reviewed on a recent 
occasion. 

" MacMahon won brilliant laurels when, 
on September 8, 1855, at the head of his 
division he stormed the MalakofT hill, tho 
key to the defences of Sebaatopol. Tho at- 
tacka at all other points failed; the French 
were repulaed at tlio Little Redan, and the 
English from the Great Redan. MacMahon 
alone won and held the MalukolF, saying, 
" Here I am, and here I will remain," and 
the possession of the MalakolF was the pos- 
session of Sebaatopol, for . it completely 
dominated the harbor, the town and all the 
important defences. The Bussians, realiz- 
ing this, made almost sujperhaman efforts 
to recapture it. A terrible contest was 
waged, but MacMahon kept bis word ; he 
' remained,' and at dusk the Bussians sul- 
lenly retired. The last fight for Sebaatopol 
had been fought and won. When morning 
dawned tho Russians were gone. Sebaa- 
topol had been burned and its vaat nioga- 
zinea blown up. Thia practically oloaed 
tho Crimean war iind Gen. MacMahon waa 
justly entitled to the name of the " Hero of 
Sebaatopol." Ho waa made a marshal, with 
tho title of tho Uukc of Malakoil. 

" In the Italian oompaign of 1 85'J Mar- 
shal MacMahon waa easily the most bril- 
liant soldier. MaoMahon decided the vic- 
tory of Mago»ttt, which but for hia extra- 
ordinary energy and daring would have 
been a defeat for tho Fronch- 

" When tho Franco-German war broke 
out Marshal MscMulion was 62 yeura old, 
and commanded tho First corpa of tho 
French army of leaa than 175,000 men, 
which defended tho line between Metz and 
Strasburg, against which Moltke was direct- 
ing the uaaault of tho German army more 
than 400,000 strong. On tho 4th of August, 
1870, tho Germans in overwhelming force 
stormed Weisaenburg and doatroyed Douay'a 
diviaion of MaoMahou's corpa. Mac- 
Mahon hurried from Metz to join hia 
corps, and with about 50,000 men fought a 
good battle against 'Overwhelming numbers 
at Worth on August 6, but was defeated. 
.When the battle ended MncMahon's corpa 
was a wreck, and a French nniiy of 125,000 
men was desperately striving to mako head 
against a German army ot 300,000 men. 
For thia clisaatflr MacMahon was not to 
blame, for Napoleon was in command; nor 
was he to blame for the advance from Uhal- 
ons after Bazaine waa shut up in Met-/, that 
ended in the disaster of Sedan. MacMahon 
urged that tho army of Chalons, 140,000 
aliould retreat on Paria and accept, if need 
bo, a battle for ita dofeuao, but he was over- 
ruled and ordered to inarch to tho relief of 
Buzainc. 

" Had MacMahon been u aolilier of Nipo- 
Iconic geniua uiul marched hia army oa 
rapidly aa tho Gurinaua marched to eur- 
, round him, he :;ould have formed a junction 
witli I'a/. lino, but be waa only a man of 
talent undertaking wliat aecined to him a 
hopeksa movement, and lie failed miserably. 
Probably his troops were too demoralized 
to he capable of tho nfceeaary celerity. It 
waa a aad ending of a brilliant military 
career that tlio gallant MacMahon, who had 
won tho brigtit laurela of Schastopol, 
Magenta and Solferino, shojKI be obliged to 
surrender an army of 100, ()(J men to a vic- 
torious f'jo. Novcrtlieluag, MacMahon was 
not justly responsible for this dreadful dia- 
aator, for ho protested agaiqsttbe movement 
and only obeyed tho peremptory orders of 
his military aupsriors." 



The EalserVooTernment Ignores the' Tohlon 
Fete— Antl-Senilte Bemonstration. 

Berlin, Oct. 17. — Tho outburst of French 
chauvinism during the Toulon reception has 
been ignored here;: as empty noise. The 
Qoverhmnnt uiidoubtedly has some informa 
tion which onabloa it to treat tho Toulon 
fotes with contemptuous indiffurenco. Tho 
foreign oltica maintains sileuc.- as to tho re- 
ported renewal of tho entente between 
Franco and Ruaaia. Tho correapondent of 
tho United Press, however, haa received 
irom tho beat aourcea information which 
enables him to say that tho conviction iu the 
highest quartera hero ia that Ruaaia prefera 
to revive oloaer relationa with Germany 
rather than riak an alliance with France, 
whether tho commercial convention now in 
hand bo aigned or not. Tho negotiations 
for tho convention aro proceeding amoothly, 
but are likely to last until midwinter. The 
prospect of a political raproacbement with 
Rusaia are regarded now as better than be- 
fore in many years. 

General Klrohholf, who tried to shoot Dr. 
Harlch of the Berlin Tagblatt, will be tried 
behind closed doors by a martial tribunal 
consisting of ten generals. . The newspapers 
express the public discontent with the spe- 
cial privilego granted now as evdr under 
tho lav,' to military offenders, not even ex 
cepting thoao guilty of murderous assaults 
on civilians. Kevortbeless, EirsebhoiF is 
obtaining much public sympathy, aa Har 
ich's rtHeotioBS upon Fraulein Voa Eiroh- 
hotTs-obaraoter are believed to have gone 
beyond the bonds of decency. 

The anti-Semites have taken up the cause 
of the general. At a mnas meeting in Span 
dau on Friday they paaaed u resolution to 
tho effect that, although regretting to learn 
that General Kirchhoff had violated tho 
written law, thoy regarded hia aonao of 
honor truly (lornnvnic. Not, they s:\id, but 
tl)o Jewiali editors who insulted the honor 
of (ierman gentiles should bo punialiod. XFio 
meeting condemned all Jawiah editors aa 
acandal-montrfrs, who should be expelled 
from their offices. 



WOKLD'S FAIR. 

Dissatisfied Exhlbltora Hand In Their Com 
plaints of Scant Courtcs.v. 

CiiicAao, Cot. 17. — Before tho fair olosoa, 
the State Executive oommissionera, who 
hare an organization of their own, will proba 
bly meet and adopt resolutions expressing 
in plain language their opinion of the treat 
ment received at tho hands of tho adminis- 
tration. They complain that the State com 
miasionera and exhibitors under their charge 
have received aoant courtoay from tho 
executive departmenta and have been aub 
jectod to continuoua anuoyanco and reatric- 
tiona and obnoxious orders. The State com- 
missioners have been on tho verge of ox 
pressing their feelings in a vigorous anc 
practical way aeveral times during the 
season, but have been restrained 
the interests of peace and tho fair's 
success. Tho executive commissioner 
from one of tho northwestern states 
said to-day that the meeting of 
the asaociation for the purpose mentioned 
would be hold, and he declared that tho 
action taken would bo unanimous, although 
ho was not suro of two or three eastern 
commissioners who had been singled out for 
favors would bo present. Some state com- 
missioners also have grievances against tho 
bureau of awards, of incompetence and care 
lessness, which they say have characterized 
tho work of the bureau, and have resulted 
either in awards being made iu worthless 
ways or no awards being made at all in 
Boms cases. Bonds which were necessary 
for examination in North Dakota's forestry 
exhibit have been lost. Executive Com 
missioner Diokey, of that state, called on 
Chairman Tbatoner to-day and demt^nded 
that the exhibit be examined ia some way 
for awards. Failing to get satisfaction he 
will appeal in person to the national com 
mission. 



STOCKS IN NEW YORK- 

The "Sears" Becoming Uoro Aggressive— 
The " Bulls " Resist. 

New Yobk, Oct. 17. — Tho "bears" on 
stock aro becoming moro agressivo, Tbo 
failure of the Senate to act on the silver 
question, the finanolsl difficulties of the 

Reading, the struggle for tho possession of 
tho Northern PaciQe, the prospects of long 
litigation, and tho belief that tho busineas 
of the Western roads will Buffer severely 
after the closing of tho fair at Chicago, all 
tend to depress the market for stocks. For 
a time the "bulls" made a good fight against 
their opponents, especially in the indns- 
trials, which were marked up half to l i| per 
cent. In this, rise, distilling and cittle 
feeding were most conspicuous, rising l,-^ 
Tho strength of the industrial imparted a 
firmer tone to the railway list for a time 
but in the afternoon, under the liberal sell 
inc, the grangers recorded mat?rially lower 
figures.

HONOU LEiilON. 

Annual Convention In New York— A Cather- 
ine; of Distinguished Veterans. 

New Yokk, Oct. 17. — It was a distin- 
guished company of Veteruna of the war 
that usfembled in annual convention in the 
club room of the Holland Houaa to-day. 
They were members of an organization of 
which little haa ever been heard, but adnus- 
sion to which can never bo gained by either 
ex-ofBcers or privates who do not possesa 
-one special qualification. The Medal of 
Honor Legion ia composed of veterans who 
performed some act of heroism in the battle 
filed which was rewarded by election to the 
ranka of ihc legion and the award of one' of 
the medala voted by Congress in the latter 
part of 1802 for gallantry in action. 

Of the millions of officers, non-commis- 
sioned o£5cera and privates, engaged in the 
Northern 8ervice,there are only 150 wearers 
of the emblem of valor, and nearly the en- 
tire number, representioK almost every state 
and territory, and ranking from generals to 
privates, assembled this morning at the 
Holland House for a a two days' reunion, to 
be devoted mainly to reminiscences of olden 
times. Sergt. Michael A. Dillon, com- 
mander of the legion for the current year, 
preaided over the gathering. 

Everyom; preaent to-day wore his medal. 
Ita appeirnncti ia probably unknown to 
nine-tenihH of those who fouglit in tho war. 
It ia a ijroii/.'i star attached to a bur of the 
same metj.1 by a ribbon. The five points of 
tho atar are tipped with trefoila. Kiii'li point 
of tho star contains u crown of luiirel and 
oak. In tho centre of tho medal, within a 
circle of .'iM atars, Minerva aa America 
stands wit h iier left hvnd resting nn tho 
fuscea, while in her ri^ht hand she holds a 
shiold einlihi/.oned with tho American arma, 
with which aho reinilsea discord. The atar 
is surmounted by a trophy representing two 
crossed cannons, beneath which are a num- 
ber of cannon balls, and resting over them a 
Bword. The Ameiican eagle is above tho 
trophy. The bar is composed of two cornu- 
oop'a3 and the American arms, and tho rib- 
bon is tho stars and atripea in silk. Tho 
medal is made entirely of bronze, and is a 
handsome piece of work. On tho biok ia 
engraved " Congress medal for distinguished 

gallantry ut while serving aa " 

For its beauty, the honor of its possession, 
and the diiSouIty of acquiring it, the medal 
of honor is of almost the same order of 
mprit as ttie Viotoria CrpsB 'of the British 
■ army, the oross of the Legion of Honor of 
Prance, the Golden Fleece of Austria, or the 
'^ron Gross of Prussia,

CHINESE IlEGrlSTliATlON. 

Frov-iBlons of tUo McCreiiry Chinese BUI as It 
i'tissed the House. 

WAsniNQTON, Ootober 17. — The Mo- 

Creary Chinese bill, aa it paasod tho Houbo 
yeatorday, containa but two aeotioiia of tho 
existing Ezoluaion Aot of Septomber, ia 
that it extends until six months after ita 
cDBotment the time allowed to Chinese to 
re|3;lBter. It also amends the provision aa to 
a witness to the eertifioatea, ao aa to remove 
the inadvertent diaorimination made asaioat 
colored persons. Under the bill any 
orudible person, other than Chinese, can be 
a witness. The section has an addition in 
the shape of a paragraph deBning a 
morohant aa a person buying and soUiog 
in hia own name at a fixed place of businesa 
and performing no other manual labor than 
!b incident to hia business. Roturninc; Olii- 
ncao inorchanta aro required to prove by two 
wilnceaos that thoy conducted buBineaa for 
at least a year without other manual labor 
before leaving tho United States. Chinoao 
under order of deportation are to be kept in 
tho cuBlody of a U.S. marshal and aro not 
ndiiiitted to bail, Tlio cortificatea must con- 
tain pliotof^raplia of tlioir ownera. Ohineso 
convicted of felony may not reptiater, and 
Bucli Chinese now subject to deportation 
shall be deported. The second aoution de- 
Qubs laborers to be persona engaged in both 
slcillod and iinaktlled manual liriior, ausb aa 
farming, fishing, biabkateriogi lumbering and 
curing fish. ' i 



AERIAL WEDDING TOUR. 

Adventures of the Widowed Bride— Her Hus- 
band Disappears Down a Crevasse. 

TuKiN, Oct. 17.— Mme. Charbonnet, who 

wont in a balloon on her wedding tour and 
was tlirown out, with hor liuabund and hia 
friends in the Italian Alps, Ootober 11, ar- 
rived here yesterday. Her huaband, the 
prolfesaional aeronaut, ia dead. Hia friend, 
M. Ponto, ia recovering alowly from hia In- 

iurlea. Mme. Charbonnet aaya that the 
lalloon atruoli the glacier at three o'clock in 
the aftenioon. The oar went to pieces 
and the three oooupanta were thrown 
out, bub were not badly hurt. 
They paaaed the night in tho snow 
and. ice among tho peaks, their only 
shelter being a tent, which they made from 
tlio remains of tlin balloon. Vv'iien tho 
next day broke, tlioy begun the descent of 
tho mountain. Thoy hud gouo hardly a 
mile, wlion Clmrbonnct dis.ippeiirod in a 
orovuBse. Ponto and Mmo, Charbonnet 
wandered over the glacier during tho rest of 
tho day. In tho evening I'onto fell and 
broke hia log. The couple paasod a second 
night in tho snow and ice. Then Mmo. 
Charbonnet went down tlie mount%in to a 
hut, where she induced two guidcB to go 
back after her husband and I'onto. Char- 
bonnet'a dead body, with his skull and 
limba crushed, was found at tho bottom of 
tho orovasse. Ponto was unoonaoious, but 
recovered after ho was taken to the hut.

San Francisco, Oct. 18. — The steamship 
Australia arrived at this port at 1 this 
morning, bring news from Honolulu of the 
Royal Mail steamship Miowera of tho C»n- 
ttdian-Auatralian line from Sydney to Van- 
couver, wliioh was stranded at the entrance 
of Honolulu harbpr on the evening of the 
2nd of October, All efTorta to get her oil" 
have failed. She has worked up the reef 
and lies in eleven feet of water, but liaa uo 
hole through her bottom. The passengers 
and mails were forwarded by the Australia. 

The Miowera'd approach, ten miles out, 
off Diamond Head, waa telegraphed after 
seven o'clock. I'ilot Lorensen started out 
from shore to moot her at eight o'clock. 
While ho was hanging lanterna upon tho 
buoys, to guide him in with the ship, she 
entered tho passage and ran ashore at 8:20 
p.m., just inside the outer buoy ou the west 
aide of the channel. Boarding her al once, 
the pilot found her lying parallel with the 
channel in from 15 to 17 leet of water, the 
tide being full. Steam was got up on the 
Government tag Ellen, and she commenced 
tuggiug astern on the Miowera at 10 p.m., 
aided by the ship's crew. No material effect 
was produced. Ministcra King and Smith 
boarded thu chip at midnight. King, who 
is an experienced and able pilot, haviug ad- 
vised Capt. Stott, jettison&g the coal was 
commenced ut 1 a.m., with the ship's crew 
only. No anchors were laid out that 
night. During high tide, ou the 3rd, 
the eteamcrs Ellen, Make and Claudine 
united their efforts to pull off the atranded 
ship, with uo result except the parting of 
the hawsers. Three hundred tons of coal 
had gone overboard. Tho ship having only 
two anchora out, worked around and further 
westward up tho reef by the force of tho 
swell. The tugging astern waa renewed by 
the flteamers at iiigli tide, towurd midnight. 

At 2 a.m. on the -Uh, tho outer stern post 
of the lliowera waa torn away, which put 
an end to the pulling. The rudder fell into 
the sea. This disaster ended all possibility 
of the ship proceeding on her voyage, and 
her passengers and mails were landed tho 
next morning. Tho passengers were quar- 
tered by the ship ogents at diffareot parte 
of tbia city. 

ileaara. T. H. Davies k Co , the agents, 
on the 4tl> and 5ch made everv effort to 
charter one of the only poasible available 
steamers, the Glandine and the Atkoko, to 
coni^ey the passengers and mails direct to 
Vancouver. No terms were offered by 
thoae ships which the agents could accept, 
and on the arrival of the Australia, on the 
7th, she waa induced to leave three days 
earlier than her scheduled time, and to-day 
carries forward the mails and passengers to 
San Francisco. 

On tho -Uh the Aikoko Maru, a largo Jap- 
anese steamer, was added to tho previous 
tugging force, the Hawaii taking the place 
of the Make. The pulling was atill astern 
and to tho westward. Lightening of tho 
ship had gone on, but from insuliiciont an- 
choring had resulted only in the swell work- 
ing her up into a worse poaition, about four 
Imndrcd feet west of her original one, and 
nearly parallel with the shore, with her 
bnwa in only eleven feet of water at low 
tide. 

The Ellen fouled her puiokestaok early in 
the day in the Claudine's hawser and re- 
tired lior-H dc combat. Oa tlie r>th Admiral 
Skerrett, at H.B. M. Minister Wodehouse'a 
request, sent out the United States steam- 
ahip Adams. The ateaniors Likeliko and 
Hawaii, of Wilder ,.*v; Co. 'a line, were also 
employe!, under the personal supervision 
of Copt. J. A. King, Minister of tho In 
terior. The Miowera had no v worked her 
stern around to tho northwest, with 
her head well -. towards the sea. 
The ateamera acoordiDgly made fust 
their hawsers to her bow, and pulled 
in a aoatherly direction. The Adams had 
her anchor down, using her winches on the 
hawser as well as her screw. Aa before, 
nothing waa accomplished, except to part 
the hawaera. The Adams and Likelike 
kept up the strain upon the hawsers through 
thn and 7lh, when tho Adama returned 
t) her berth insiile. Meantime a large num- 
ber of heavy anchnra had been conveyed 
from tho shore and laid out so as to moor 
tho Miowera strongly and prevent her from 
working farther up on tho reef. Relays of 
laborers had alao been brought from the 
shore, and the ship had been lightened of 
the greater part of 1,100 tons of 
coal and .'iOO tons of pig iron. 

She luiH worked only about fifty feet fur- 
ther inland aince the iith. She now lies iu 
about ten feet of water at low tide, her bow- 
pointing south by oust. Tho bow ia about 
'250 feet west of tho outer buoy ou that aide 
of the channel. One blade of her propeller 
ia out of the water. Tho ship has been 
stripped of nearly nil her movable fur- 
niture as well ua of her auppliea. 
Her engines, ao far as known, 
are in good order. Notwithstanding 
much grinding and pounding of tho bottom, 
no holes have yet gone through tho double 
bottom. The heavy bilge keels have doubt- 
leas protected her materially from icjury. 
She ia 360 feet in length and 4,700 hor^e 
power and worth nnder $300,000. No ship 
of this class haa hitherto come to grief in 
this part of the ocean. 

The China had a narrow escape ii^ July, 
but hod fortunately grounded on the eaat 
side of the entrance, where tho sea tended 
to work her off. It wr.s beyond question a 
most serious error on tho part of both Cupt. 
Seabury, of tlie China, and Capt. Stott, of 
tlie Miowera, to closely approach tho harbor 
mouth in tho dv>rk without a pilot. 
In both ciiflcs no proper use waa 
mudo of sounding lincB, Tho blu/,-3 of the 
elcotrio li(ilits of tho cify Wft3 boforo them, 
Bliowihg that they wcro close in. It is im- 
probable that Capt, Stott of the .Miowera 
was really attempting to enter the harbor._ 
although he was putting his ship In t-xact 
poaition by the red and grccu I'.ghis on 
ahore, He undoubtedly hdi rio idea that 
he waa quite ao olcAs in Ubtil he ron by the 
outer weat buoy, jaat Ibefore grounding^ 
In tho light b{ results it ia. easy 
now to cay that during' (he firat 
twelve hours after tho Miowera grounded 
and while she waa in not leaa than fifteen 
foot of water, a full force of steamers should 
have been ehartored t« pull her oil", and at 
the same titiio she should have been hastily 
lightened of her coal by heavy g.Jnga of 
laborers, while being , solidly moored by all 
the anchors neeeaaary. 

Captain Stott evidently did not uiider- 
atand the extreme peril of bia ship aa devel- 



oped later, Tho greatest zeal haa been 
shown on the part of tho government in giv- 
ing assistanoe. Admiral Skerrett has also 
lent muoh aid. It is hoped that expcrieneed 
wreckers and appliancea may be sent dqwu 
by the Mariposa ou the 19th, who may bo 
able to resouo tho stranded ahip.j 

Four singularly suocesBful round trips 
seemed to have well established the popu- 
larity ot the Canadian-Australian steamship 
line, hut the mishap which haa now befallen 
the Miowera wilhbe a severe setback. She 
should have started on Monday from Van- 
couver on her return to Australia, and there 
are now waiting at Vancouver thirty five 
travollcra who expected to take passage on 
her, and who will probably now change 
their plana and make oonneotion with the 
Mariposa, which ia advertised to sail from 
San Francisco to-morrow, but will no doubt 
wait. 

The CP. R. , the Canadian agents, have al- 
ready made arrangements for tho prompt 
handling of the paasongera and frelglit from 
San Francisco. Advices from Australia 
show that the Miowera took from Sydney 
and Brisbane forty saloon and forty 
forecastle passengers, and besides the 
usual freight — mostly fruit — for coast points 
ahe took about ,300 tons of overland freight. 

The Miowera was on ber tliird round 
trip. She was tho first steamer of tho line 
to arrive hero, coming in on Juno 8 and 
leaving on June 1-1. Hor next visit waa in 
August. Sbo ia a splendidly built vesaol, of 
the latest modern typo, having coino from 
tho well-known shipyard of Swan & 
Hunter, ot Nevycaslle-on-Tyne, only last 
year. Sho ia of steel, with a eiiiglo screw, 
is three masted and Hchooner rigged, and 
her capacity ia .'I.IM,") toiia moiiauremout and 
,"),U0O tons dead weight, ller speed on 
trial was 17 knots, ao that, giving as she 
did only 14 kuota ou the present service, 
she ran well within her power. Her en- 
gines are 4,700 horse power. 



STRIK1N& IIINEBS. 

They Atlack Non-Unlonlata at the Pit 
Uoath, Bat Are Driven Back After 
a KigUt. 

London, Oct 17. —A mob of striking 
miners at St. Helena, Lancashire, attacked 
to-day a party of non-union miners, who had 
gone to work for reduced wages. The non- 

unioniata were caught near the mouth of tho 
Ashton Green, where they worked. The 
police were called out by tho colliery ollioiala 
aud charged the colliers, who were armed 
with clubs and stones, putting them to 
flight. The miners eventually drovo tho 
polioQ into the colliery offices, riddled the 
winduwa wilh nlOu65 and tried to batter in 
the doora, but wore driven bick. Many of 
the police were injured ; one is unconscions 
and may die. Another is suffering from 
fractures of the leg and arma. 

MArABELBS AS FlttllTEES. 

fine Fowerfal Fellows and Not Inferior to 
tho ZoliiB. 

LoNDO.s', Oct. 17. — Lord Chelmsford, 
commander-in-chief of tho British forcea 
in South Africa during the Zulu war, said 
this evening that bo thought the British 
forces now in the field against the Mutabelea 
would bo strong enough to drive them 
beyond thn Zimbeai river. Tho Matabelos 
were fine, powerful fellows, he said, not 
not inferior* in physical strength to 
the Zulus and fully their equals 
in the fight. Their efficiency 
in battle would be checked greatly by their 
inability to handle Well the rifles with whiob 
they are armed. In the Zulu war he had 
noticed that the natives reeontly armed 
with rifles were muoh inferior both in attack 
and defence to those of the aame race who 
wielded the assegai. 

TO FIGHT LOBENGUELA. 

More Forces Arrive to Asalst tho British .South 
African Comp.niy. 

— Advices hero 
show that Chief Kohama, who ia sasisting 
the British Soutli Africnn Company's forces 
in fighting tho Matabeles, has arrived at 
Tati.
